BURIED ON FARM DURING WAR 
OF REVOLUTION—AMOUNT 
IS UNKNOWN.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30. — An echo 
of the Revolutionary War was heard 
on Staten Island when workmen 
excavating on the property of Col. 
John W. Homan on the Richmond 
road, Richmond, unearthed a quan- 
tity of unset diamonds and gold 
coins which had been buried there 
by the grandfather of Homan when 
he and other residents of the island 
feared to keep them about their 
homes for fear they would be con- 
fiecated by the British. Col. Homan 
refused today to say the amount t- 
talled by the gold coins and said 
he did not know the value of the 
diamonds but would first have them 
appraised. 

The farm has been in the Homan 
family for more than a hundred 
years. Col. Homan’s father told him 
that gold and diamonds had been 
buried beneath a slab on the prop- 
erty, but whether he had forgotten 
where these treasures had been hid- 
den away or wished to keep the mat- 
ter secret, the colonel never was 
able to ascertain. 

Col. Homan recently leased a por- 
tion of the farm to Postmaster M. I. 
Connor of Richmond, but he stipu- 
lated in the lease that if excavators 
came upon the slap they were to im- 
mediately stop digging and notify 
him. This was done and Col. Ho- 
man took charge of the valuables. 
The gold and diamonds were in a 
cylinder and were in good condition 
when taken out.

Of the persons who 1 
were employed as speeial detectives 
and concerning whom data is com- 
plete as to days employed, compen- 
sation received, te., the total num- 
ber of man days for the period is 
4847, for which the compensation 
was $36,049.35. In addition to the 
above salary these persons received 
expenses of $4465. In addition to 
the above. amount expended there 
were twelve other persons who re- 
ceived compensation amounting to 
$1306.19.

FOR APPARATUS - 
‘OLD IN SERVICE 


After a half century of almost 
constant service as a firefighter, 
until yesterday 
Los Angeles Harbor’s chief piece of 
fire apparatus, now occupies a place 
of honor at Exposition Park, where 
she will stand as 4 relic of the 
city’ s early days. 

The history of the old fire engine, 
whose first trips to the “scene of 
98 were made behind six 
lusty mules in the days of volun- 


interest. In the early seventies the 
old engine took a trip to China and 
Japan, having been purchased by 
the Japanese government to protect 
the ancient and royal city of Tokio. 

But Nippon had not awakened to 
the strides of the New World and 
Tokios narrow streets were not 
wide enough for the then very mod- 
ern piece of apparatus to turn in, 
and so it was sent back to Los An- 
geles, to became the first fre en- 
gine ever owned by the city. On 
July 4, 1871, it was the outstand- 
ing feature of a big celebration and 
parade at Los Angeles. 

Her last big job was when the en- 
gine assisted Engine Company No. 
26 in fighting the $159,000 fire of 
the Seacraft Corporation last spring. 

Yesterday it was relieved from 
firther duty eat Los Angeles Harbor 
and replaced by a thirty-five-horse- 
power pumper from the Fifth and 
Maple streets station.

CALIFORNIA 
ANCHORS AT 
‘LONG BEACH 


Eight Battleships Take Up 
New Positions on Return 
from Practice at Sea. 


The battleship California, Uncte 
Sam's newest and most powerful sea 
fighter, destined soon to become the 
flagship of the Pacific Fleet, dropped 
anchor off Beach late yester- 
day a stay of four or 
five days. 


The California has just completed 
an intensive “shake down“ and next 
week will return to Mare Island 
navy yard for the final touches pre- 
liminary to jo g the fleet per- 
manently. 

It is „ ‘this win be about 
8 10, at which time Admiral 
Eberle, commander-in-chief, will 
tranefer his fag from the New 
Mexico to the new vessel. 

The California dropped anchor at 
the extreme end of the string of 
battleships, her position being al- 
most directly opposite Long Beach. 
Liberty parties will be landed at the 
resort city rather than at Los An- 
geles Harbot, the place where the 
thousands of other enlisted men be- 
gin their shore leave. 

When the battleships returned 
yesterday afternoon from their 
daily practice trips to sea eight of 
the veesele took up new anchorage 
positions outside the breakwater, 
only three, the New Mexico, Idaho 
and Pennsylvania, anchoring in 
their old positions within the outer 
harbor. The change was deemed 
advisable, it wae explained, in order 
that the ships will be in better posi- 
tion for handling in case of heavy 
storms. The new order followed 
closely upon the loss by the battie- 
ship Oklahoma early in the week 
of two anchors which carried away 
while the ship was riding out a se- 
ries of heavy ground swells. Divers 
are still working to recover the 


anchors.
